- CURIOUS RESERVOIRS. 


'h» Ul« t» Which Baobab Tret* Art 


Put In Africa. 


People of the Kordofan province,' 


Africa, use baobab trees as reservoirs 
'or the scanty water of that district. 
The trees have .to be prepared care- 
fully for this use. The large branches 
arc first cut off near tbe trunk. If this 
s not done tbe tmuk Is apt to split as 
soon ss It U hollowed out 
SA hole U 


cut In the trunk, generally Just above 
n branch, which serves as a platform 
for the man who is filling the tree, nud 
the interior Is hollowed out. 
Round 


tbe bottom of the trea a shallow basin 
somu twenty or thirty feet In diameter 
la, made, in whlcb tho rainwater col 
lecis. As soon as there is a storm the 
people go out and fill their trees. The 
water BO stored remains perfectly good 
until the. cud of the next hot weather 
or even longer. A. few trees, naturally 
liollow, have a hole at the top between 
the branches and fill themselves, the 
branches catching the water and act- 
ing as gutters. These aro called "la- 
gal," and aro blghly valued. 


The system gives a cistern twenty 


feet high ami from eight to ten feet or. 
oyen more in diameter. Owing to the 
labor Involved in preparing and filling 
the trees water is usually bought and 
sold, and on the main roads where 
there is much traffic, as between Na- 
hud and Jebel el Hllla on the way to 
El Pusher, the capital of Darfur, tbe 
people do a .regular trade by supplying 
merchants and travelers with water. 


Tlie bucket, called a "dllwa," con- 


sists of n piece of leather suspended 
)>• strings sti Inches long, from a piece 
of wood beiit lu a circle, to which the 
rope used for drawing the water Is 
fastened by three or four slrlugs. On

Tho most famous Philippine volcano 


and one of llio finest volcauo coues In 
tho world is thut of Mayon. Its height 
is 8,070 feet, and the rolcano !s visible 
at a great distance. Since 17CO records 
have been kept of Its eruptions. 
In 


that year ninny plantations nnd vil- 
lages were buried under a stream of 
IIIVB which flowed down its caslern 
slope. About 1.200 lives were lost In 
the eruption of 1814, which buried tho 
country nround a part of tho base of 
Mayon under the outpourings of lava 
nnd dust. A similar calamity In 1625 
destroyed Iho lives of about 1,500 per- 
sons. In the nineteenth century there 
were a number of tetere eruptions. In- 
cluding one In 1SSO-7 which continued 
about nine months. 
An eruption ID 


1897 killed 350 persona nnd destroyed 
much properly. 
Twenty-two violent 


eruptions of this volcano are on record. 


Next to Mnyon tho Tnal volcano ti 


the most remarkable, ft Is on an Is- 
land In tho lake of Bouibon, nnd tho Is- 
land, built up by Its outpourings, has 
an area of 220 square miles. Tho vol- 
cano Is incessantly ejecting dust and 
vapor from Its crater. Tnal as well as 
Mnyon has been the center of numer- 
ous deslructlvu earthquakes, but no 
very great eruption has occurred since 
1804. when four villages around the 
mountain were completely destroyed.

The secret service Is u hurd game 


to tackle, but, like all kinds of work, 
it has Its easy Jobs. One of them Is 
that of special agent for a railroad. 
Tho agent Is supiwsed to trnce those 
who steal or doslroy railroad property. 


When lie is notified that a trunk or 


other article of buggcgo Is missing he 
finds out by Its number from where It 
WUE sent und follows It on tbo books 
to tbe lust station where It has been 
checked. Then lie notifies the police 
In the'vicinity between the station 
where.the bnggn.ee was last checked 
and the station where It should have 
been checked. 
The police get busy, 


nnd probably the property Is soon re- 
covered and tho thieves put In Jail. 
The baggage Is then turned over to 
the spo-lal agent, who notifies the rail- 
road oificlnt that he has recovered the 
stolen goods. 


If n freight car is robbed, the spe- 


cial agent pursues tbe same tactics.' 
He finds ont^wbore.tbe car wns last 
sealed and the place where tbe car was 
reported as having 'Its seal .broken. 
The police or constables In the coun- 
try between the two points arc noti- 
fied, and if they.fnll to capture the 
robbers the railroad may neverjbear 
again of the stolen poods. Wherever 
destruction has occurred to railroad 
property it is usually police officers 
who trace and nrrcsl those guilty. . 


However, the special agent must 


be a keen judge of human nature and 
with sufficient tact to make. himself 
popular with the police officers in his 
territory. Usually he'Is an.old time 
detective nnd Is well enough acquaint- 
ed with detersives nnd .police through- 
out tho country to obtain results where 
nn nmntcur would fall.

It contains 2.0SO pounds 


of metal. 


Near tho top of the bell were c&st 


the words "Proclaim Liberty Through- 
out All the Land qnto All the Inhabit- 
ants Thereof." 
Prophetic of Its des- 


tiny, this gave it the-name-Liberty 
bell. 


When the British army marched on 


Philadelphia In 1777 the bell was tak- 
en down by patriots and carried off la 
the night to Allentown in order that 
It might not fall Into the hands of the 
enemy. In 17S1 It was returned to tha 
tower of the statebouse. . 


For more than half a hundred years 


thereafter tho bell .was rung and hon- 
ored on Independence day every year 
before the crack appeared in It 
An. 


effort wns made to restore its tone by 
sawing tho crack wider, but this prov- 
ed of no avail. The bell was finally 
removed from tbe tower to a lower 
story of the statehouse nnd .used only 
on 'extraordinary ^occasions. 
Subse- 


quently It was rigged up on Us .origi- 
nal timbers In tho vestibule. In'1803 
it was exhibited at tbe Columbian ex- 
position in Chicago.

PETRIFIED TREES. 


Tho "Stone Forest" One of California's 


Natural Wonders. 


California, among many other natural 


wonders, contains n "stone forest" 
This Is located In Sonoma county, only 
a few miles from the little resort .o( 
Callstogn Springs. This "forest" con- 
sists of a great many, petrified trees. 
nil of which nre prostrate. 


In respect to.the great number of 


petrified trees nnd their Immense size. 
Ihe California "stone forest'' surpasses 
that of Arizona. Strange to say, very 
little Is known about these wonder- 
ful Eononia county petrifactions—so 
far as the general public is concerned. 
Many of these trees are of enormous 
size. The famous "Queen of tho For- 
est" is n prehistoric redwood .about • 
eighty feet long nnd nearly twelve feet 
in diameter. 
It has been broken In 


several places, and these breaks nre as 
clean ns if cnt off with a saw. 
A tree 


has grown up through ono of the breaks 
and has attained quite a large size. 
Another giant tree known as the "Mon- 
arch" lies near by,' which Is nlmost 
ninety feet long nnd is without a 
break. This tree Is n fir. and averages 
ten feet In diameter. 
Not far away Is 


another giant son of the forest—a red- 
wood that is about sixty feet long and 
nine feet to diameter. 
This tree Is 


broken Into many hundreds of pieces, 
yet It retains Its shape almost perfect- 
ly. 
Scattered about for the area of 


several acres are many other pieces of 
petrifaction. So perfect has been the 
transmutation Into stone that the grain 
of the wood still remains very clear, 
and the variety of tho tree may be eas- 
ily determined.—Scientific American.
